THE SERIES OF PORTRAITS OF THE LORDS BALTIMORE, 
PROPRIETORS OF MARYLAND 


The sia following lots form a complete series of contemporary portraits 
of the Lords Proprietors of Maryland, from George Calvert, first Lord 
Baltimore, whose projects of colonization were formed under the present 
influence of the Virginia Company and in the fresh tradition of Drake 
and the Armada, to Frederick, sixth and last Lord, whose death without 
legitimate issue barely anticipated the War of Independence. The 
portraits have descended to the present owner through the marriage 
of his great-great-grandfather, Sir Robert Eden, with Caroline Calvert, 
the last Lord Proprietor’s sister. Sir Robert was himself the last 
British Governor of Maryland; was created a baronet “ of Maryland” in 
1776, and returning after the conclusion of peace, died and was buried 
at Annapolis. 

While all the pictures are of interest, particular svotice is due to the 
superb portrait by Soest of the second Lord and effectwe founder of 
the Province, celebrated as the enlightened protagomst in Maryland of 
that full tolerance of race and religion which, unknown to his contem- 
poraries, became later a prized tradition throughout the Union.

Visited Avalon 
1627 and 1628, but abandoned the settlement owing to dissatisfaction 
with the climate. Visited Jamestown 1629, and on return obtained 
a charter of the lands to the north of Virginia, to be named Maryland 
after the Queen. This charter, presented on April 15, 1632, passed 
the Royal Seal and was issued to Cecil, second Lord Baltimore, in 
June of the same year.

The sitter, whose expedition to America sailed in the “ Ark” and 
the “ Dove,” November, 1633-March, 1634, was the real founder of 
the Palatinate or Province of Maryland. The charter of 1632, to 
which reference was made under the preceding lot, made him Lord 
Proprietor of Maryland, with power over life and death, power to 
make laws, coin money and raise an army. ‘This was subject only 
to a yearly tribute to be tendered to the King at Windsor of two 
Indian arrows, and he was also called upon to pay to the Crown a 
fifth part of precious metals raised. The charter was modelled upon 
that of the Prince Bishops of Durham, and most immediately on 
that of Carolana granted in 1629. 
A word may here be added about the map of Maryland defined in this 
painting (see FRONTISPIECE). It is lettered Noua TERRA MARI@ 
tabula and is very carefully executed, the 38, 39 and 40 longitude 
being marked on it. Among localities indicated we may note * che 
SAPEACK bay,” “Patowmeck flu,” “ Watkin’s point,’ “ Delaware 
Bay,” “S. Marks,” ete. On the right are the Calvert arms, 
surmounted by a Baron’s coronet. 
“No one can read the simple record of his life and not feel that in 
him we honour not only the Founder of the third of the English- 
speaking colonies, but also a man who was great among the great 
men of the greatest epoch in English history ... Perhaps, in time, 
it will be generally recognised that the pioneer outstanding builders 
of American institutions were Sir Edwin Sandys and Cecil, Lord 
Baltimore, the one as the first to provide for local self-government... 
the other as the first to put into active practice the principle of 
religious freedom.” Andrews, History of Maryland, 1929, pp. 156, 7.

He was Member of Parliament for Harwich. 


The arms of the Palatinate of Maryland sculptured on the pedestal 
quarter the arms of Calvert (paly of six pieces a bend counter- 
changed) with those of Crossland (argent and gules a cross bottony 
counterchanged), Alice, grandmother of Cecil, 2nd Lord Baltimore, 
being of the Crossland family. The supporters are a ploughman and 
a fisherman, and the motto ‘* CRESCITE ET MULTIPLICAMINI.” On the 
proclamation of the independence of the United States, this coat-of- 
arms was substituted by another for the State of Maryland, but the 
arms as described above were subsequently resumed and between 1854 
and 1876 the motto was as stated above, being in 1876 changed for 
that of the Calvert family “PATTI MASCHI PAROLE FEMMINE,” which 
is to this day that of Maryland.

“Tt is not improbable that had the British authorities and the 
Maryland Assembly come together around the council table they 
would have agreed in placing a large part of the local difficulty at 
the door of Frederick Calvert, destined to be the last of the 
Proprietors of the Province. The Maryland Assembly was willing 
to vote funds for the prosecution of the war, and did so appropriate 
them, but the bills containing the appropriations were rejected by the 
Governor and Council because the Delegates insisted that the exten- 
sive lands and special privileges of the Lord Proprietary should 
share in the cost of maintaining the war for the good of the Pro- 
prietary as well as of his tenants.” Andrews, History of Maryland,
